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Report  of  Superintendent. 


To  the  Superintending  .school  committee  and  citizens 
of  the  town  of  Wilton: 

The  matter  herein  submitted  for  your  consideration 
constitutes  my  third  annual  report.  It  contains  a  re- 
port of  Lulie  Crockett,  Rural  helping  teacher,  statistics 
on  teachers  and  a  financial  statement. 

REPAIRS 

More  repairing  has  been  done  this  year  than  any  year 
for  a  long  time.  The  seats  have  been  placed  in  the 
Hathaway  School  as  voted  at  the  last  meeting.  Seats 
have  also  been  placed  in  the  Walker  Hill  and  Brown 
Schools  and  the  seats  in  the  Grammer  room  have  been 
repaired.  All  our  schools  are  now  equipped  with  mod- 
ern seats. 

The  McOrillis  Schoolhouse  has  been  thoroughly  re- 
paired and  painted.  Roofing  has  been  put  on  and  a 
modern  toilet  such  as  meets  state  approval  built. 
A  Modern  Toilet  and  wood  house  combined  has  been 
built  at  Walker  Hill  and  a  new  toilet  of  the  approved 
type  has  been  built  at  the  Intervale.  The  interior  of 
the  room  at  the  Knowles  has  been  covered  with  beaver 
board  and  another  stove  placed  in  the  building.  The 
ventilators  in  the  Central  building  have  been  lined  and 
new  stools  placed  on  all  the  toilets.  New  curtains  have 
been  placed  in  the  seventh  grade  room. 

The  toilet  at  East  Dixfield  must  be  repaired  at  once. 
One  of  the  chimneys  in  the  Central  Building  is  no  long- 
er safe  for  use.  The  lining  having  become  broken  and 
fallen  down.  This  chimney  must  be  repaired  during 
the  coming  summer.  It  may  be  necessary  to  rebuild  it 
entirely.  The  Central  building  must  also  be  painted^ 
and  shingled  during  the  coming  summer  and  new  boards 
of  slate  placed  in  two  of  the  rooms.    It  will  also  soon  be 
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necessary  to  equip  a  new  room  in  this  building.  We 
have  reached  the  limit  of  our  present  capacity  and  the 
number  of  children  in  the  village  is  steadily  increasing. 

If  the  town  continues  its  policy  of  maintaining  the 
rural  schools  it  will  be  necessary  to  build  new  toilets 
and  make  extensive  repairs  in  all  of  them. 

EAST  WILTON  SCHOOL  HOUSE 

An  article  has  been  placed  in  the  warrant  to  build  a 
new  schoolhouse  at  East  Wilton.  The  present  buildings 
are  in  very  poor  condition  and  are  served  by  one  toilet. 
In  order  to  meet  state  requirements,  new  toilets  would 
have  to  be  built  connected  with  each  buildin  g  This 
expense  together  with  the  repairs  necessary  to  make 
the  old  buildings  suitable  for  a  few  years  more  will  cost 
so  much  that  it  does  not  seem  advisable  to  put  off 
building  any  longer.  I  hope  that  a  new  building  may 
be  erected  during  the  coming  summer. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Red  Cross  it  has  been 
possible  to  provide  Medical  Inspection  for  the  school 
children.  Doctor  York  and  Doctor  Trefethen  assisted 
by  Miss  Rowe,  County  Nurse  have  examined  several  of 
the  schools  and  will  complete  the  examination  before 
the  end  of  the  year.  Cards  are  provided  by  the  state  so 
that  we  now  have  a  record  of  the  physical  condition  of 
every  child  in  town.  This  is  a  very  important  part  of 
the  work  of  the  schools,  and  I  believe  that  the  town 
should  make  provisions  for  the  examination  of  the 
children  each  year  by  appropriating  money  to  pay  school 
physicians. 

CONSOLIDATION 

By  far  the  most  important  school  matter  which  will 
be  discussed  at  the  coming  town  meeting  is  consolidation 
I  have  not  the  space  in  this  report  to  set  forth  all  the 
details  of  the  wretched  conditions  in  several  of  our  rural 
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schools.  I  feel  that  the  parents  of  children  in  these 
schools  already  realize  how  inefficient  they  are  and  I  am 
glad  that  the  press  has  of  late  given  the  matter  so  much 
space  so  that  all  our  voters,  both  village  and  rural,  may 
know  and  realize  the  actual  conditions. 

Principal  Oolby  reports  that  a  large  percentage  of  the 
students  in  the  Academy  who  fail  in  their  studies  come 
from  the  rural  schools.  This  is  not  because  the  children 
are  not  as  bright  but  because  they  have  not  had  the 
chance. 

A  great  many  of  the  voters  in  considering  consolidation 
look  at  the  item  of  expense.  I  have  therefore  prepared 
figures  showing  first,  the  cost  per  pupil  during  the  past 
year  in  the  various  rural  schools  and  secondly  what  it 
would  cost  to  maintain  the  rural  schools  with  a  trained 
and  experienced  teacher  who  would  be  reasonably  sure 
to  prepare  our  rural  children  as  well  as  the  village 
children  are  prepared.  I  have  set  the  salary  of  such  a 
teacher  at  $900  a  year  which  is  the  lowest  that  an  effic- 
ient teacher  can  be  secured  who  will  go  into  the  rural 
communities  and  live.  We  must  add  to  this  cost  the 
cost  of  repairing  our  present  buildings  and  making  them 
as  near  standard  as  possible,  which  will  average  not  less 
than  $1500  a  building.  To  this  should  be  added  the 
continual  cost  of  up  keep.  A  carpenter  visited  one  of 
our  rural  schools  recently  with  a  member  of  the  school 
board  to  estimate  the  cost  of  necessary  repairs  and  re- 
ported that  there  was  nothing  to  begin  with.  This  is 
true  with  at  least  five  of  our  buildings.  Hence  it  be- 
comes evident  that  we  must  transport  from  the  rural 
schools  to  the  centers  or  adopt  an  extensive  building 
program,  within  the  next  few  years.  A  task  which  we 
are  hardly  ready  to  begin.

I  have  not  considered  the  Intervale  and  the  McCrilKs 
in  this  last  table  as  they  are  provided  with  trained 
teachers  at  present  and  it  is  probably  riot  advisable 
to  consider  them  for  transportation  at  present. 

To  make  the  above  five  schools  fairly  satisfactory 
would  require  an  outlay  each  year  of  $2,300  for  teachers 
wages  in  addition  to  the  amount  now  raised.  It  would 
further  require  an  initial  repair  fund  of  approximately 
$7,500.    Making  a  total  of  $9,500. 

I  believe  that  these  five  schools  can  be  transported  at 
about  the  same  cost  as  is  now  paid  for  teachers  wages. 

I  wish  in  no  way  to  reflect  on  the  present  teachers. 
They  have  tried  faithfully  but  a  high  school  graduate  is 
not  prepared  to  teach  school. 


As  a  part  of  the  program  for  improving  the  rural 
schools  the  State  Department  has  offered  a  summer 
course  at  Castine  for  the  purpose  of  training  teachers 
especially  to  cope  with  rural  problems.  Teachers  are 
selected  with  care  for  this  purpose  and  upon  its  com- 
pletion are  designated  as  Rural  Helping  Teachers. 
They  teach  the  last  five  days  of  the  week  so  that  the 
rural  teachers  may  visit  them  on  Saturday  and  Monday 
is  left  free  for  the  helping  teacher  to  visit  schools.  The 
state  pays  a  bonus  of  twenty-five  percent  to  these  teach-

I  have  assisted  in  organizing  the  schools,  making  out 
programs,  combining  classes,  conducting  recitations, 
illustrating  modern  methods  as  far  as  seemed  practica- 
ble, and  in  improving  the  physical  conditions  as  much 
as  it  was  possible  for  me  to  do  so* 

The  blackboards  in  all  of  these  schools  have  been 
painted. 

Desks  and  seats  which  were  not  in  use  elsewThere  have 
been  put  in  the  Brown  School. 

The  Knowdes  School  has  been  made  a  little  more 
livable. 

The  Intervale  School  is  partly  equipped  with  hot  lunch 
apparatus. 

These  five  schools  are  now  using  modern  text  books 
and  with  a  fewT  exceptions  are  fairly  wTell  supplied  with 
such. 

Wilton  has  several  one  teacher  schools  wmich  are  in 
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very  poor  condition  as  is  shown  by  the  following  score: 
(I  have  used  100  points  as  a  Maine  Standard  School 
Score  and  125  as  a  possible  score.)

The  worst  features  are  the  heating,  ventilating,  light- 
ing, seating  and  drinking  arrangements  together  with 
the  poor  outbuildings  and  grounds.  Such  conditions 
have  lowered  the  standard  of  instruction. 

It  seems  to  me  advisable  to  close  the  Hathaway, 
Searles,  Knowles  and  I  might  suggest  the  Walker  Hill 
Schools.

1  have  studied  the  seating  capacity  of  the  Central 
School  and  believe  that  by  putting  floors  and  blackboards 
in  the  unfinished  rooms  and  by  making  a  few  changes 
in  the  rooms  now  used  that  it  will  easily  accomodate 
the  children  of  the  Knowles,  Searles,  Hathaway  and 
Walker  Hill  Schools  and  those  going  into  the  different 
grades  that  are  already  in  the  building.  Such  an  ar- 
rangement would  be  beneficial  not  only  to  the  rural 
children  but  to  the  village  children  as  the  overcrowding 
of  one  or  two  rooms  which  there  will  be  next  year  will 
be  relieved. 

I  urge  that  all  interested  in  the  children  of  today  and 
the  citizens  of  tomorrow  visit  these  schools,  study  their 
problems  and  make  it  their  duty  to  help  give  the^ child- 
ren of  Wilton  the  best  Wilton  can  afford.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : — 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  this  my  ninth  annual 
report  of  the  work  of  Wilton  Academy. 

SCHOLARSHIP. 

We  are  making  a  strenuous  effort  to  intensify  our 
school  work  ;raising  our  standard,  improving  our  methods 
and  encouraging  our  pupils  to  do  better  work.  Like  most 
problems  where  children  are  concerned  the  only  solution 
depends  upon  the  parents.  We  need  cooperation  of  the 
homes.  The  faith  of  parents  in  the  ability  of  schools 
and  teachers  to  make  indifferent  pupils  do  their  school 
work  is  so  sublime  as  to  be  ridiculous.  When  the  school 
has  fixed  rewards  for  faithful  work  and  penalties  for 
failure  to  do  faithful  work  and  has  done  all  in  its  power 
to  stimulate  ambition,  it  has  reached  its  limit.  It  then 
remains  with  the  home  to  do  the  rest.  What  can  the 
home  do?  It  can  fix  hours  for  home  study  and  see  that 
these  hours  are  uninterrupted.  It  can  insist  that  the 
child  study  in  these  hours.  It  can  do  much  to  encour- 
age real  effort  and  something  to  help  the  child  to  mast- 
er his  lessons.  It  can  make  an  effort  to  understand  the 
difficulties  which  the  child  meets  Jin  his  work  and  help 
teachers  and  the  child  to  overcome  them. 

If  more  parents  would  take  the  time  to  visit  the 
schookand  learn  at  first  hand  what  is  being  done,  their 
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children  would  take  a  far  greater  interest  in  making 
progress.  Most  parents  form  their  opinions  of  school 
work  from  what  their  children  tell  them;  and  no  child 
ever  has  an  unbiased  point  of  view.  A  few  parents  re- 
alize this  and  make  the  effort  to  give  sympathetic  co- 
operation to  both  school  and  pupil.  If  more  would  do 
the  same,  the  results  would  be  amazing. 

OUR  GRADUATES 

Any  school  is  known  by  its  product.  Wilton  Academy 
graduates  hold  an  honorable  record  in  the  world  of 
events  as  well  as  in  that  of  scholarship.  The  best  that 
any  secondary  school  can  give  its  pupils  is  an  ambition 
to  fill  positions  of  usefulness  in  the  world.  That  Wilton 
Academy  fires  its  pupils  with  such  ambition  is  proved 
by  the  records  of  our  pupils  after  graduation.

The  above  covers  only  five  years  but  gives  an  idea  of 
what  our  graduates  do  after  leaving  us.  If  the  records 
were  carried  further  they  would  show  our  graduates 
rilling  places  of  honor  in  the  civic,  industrial  and  pro- 
fessional life  of  the  nation. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

Since  my  last  report  in  which  I  mentioned  certain 
changes  in  our  curriculum,  one  other  change  has  been 
introduced. 

It  has  been,  our  settled  policy  to  develop  our  courses 
of  study  along  three  lines — College  Preparation,  Domes- 
tic Science  and  Agriculture.  The  first  two  are  well  es- 
tablished. Our  graduates  are  wrelcomed  in  a  long  list 
of  American  Colleges.  Our  three  years'  course  in  house- 
hold science  has  proved  its  value.  In  Agriculture  we 
have  just  made  a  start.  This  year  we  are  offering  a 
two  year  course  in  Agriculture,  with  related  subjects 
emphasized  in  the  other  years.  To  the  boy  interested 
in  farming  we  now  offer  the  following  courses:  — 
Freshman  Year — 

General  Science,  Commercial  Arithmetic,  Manual 
Training. 
Sophomore  Year — 

Biology,  Farm  Accounts,  Manual  Training. 
Junior  Year — 

Physics  (Farm  mechanics),  Plant  Husbandry. 
Senior  Year — 

Chemistry  (Agricultural  Chemistry),  Anima,l  .Hus- 
bandry, Farm  woodworking  and  cement  working,  Farm 
Management. 

The  two  new  courses  this  year  are  Plant  Husbandry 
and  Animal  Husbandry  and  Farm  Management.  It  is 
our  ambition  to  eventually  offer  four  years  of  agricul- 
ture, with  federal  aid  and  supervision. 
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FACULTY 

We  are  greatly  handicapped  by  the  fact  that  we  have 
to  few  teachers  to  do  the  best  work.  Our  teachers  are 
obliged  to  teach  too  many  different  subjects  and  to  too 
large  classes.  Where  most  schools  have  seven  periods 
in  the  day's  program  we  have  eight.  Most  of  our  class- 
es are  too  large  for  the  best  work.  All  of  our  teachers 
teach  so  many  different  classes  that  they  have  little 
time  for  the  best  preparation  or  for  giving  slow  pupils 
individual  help. 

HEALTH 

We  are  trying  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times  in  our  ef- 
forts to  establish  and  maintain  good  health  among  our 
pupils.  Several  years  of  physical  examinations  have 
demonstrated  that  much  can  be  accomplished  by  keep- 
ing records  of  physical  condition  and  improvement  of 
pupils.  These  records  enable  teachers  to  deal  more  in- 
telligently with  the  pupils  and  encourages  the  pupils  to 
self-improvement  in  health  and  physical  vigor. 

While  we  have  been  very  successful  in  athletics,  our 
emphasis  has  been  upon  the  participation  of  all  pupils 
in  healthful  exercise  rather  than  upon  the  achievements 
on  athletic  teams.  All  pupils  are  required  to  take  some 
supervised  exercise  and  most  of  the  pupils  secure  this 
exercise  and  physical  development  as  members  of  the 
squads  in  the  various  sports.  We  are  rather  proud  of 
the  physical  condition  of  our  pupils. 

EQUIPMENT 

Our  Athletic  Field  is  nearing  completion  and  has  al- 
ready been  used  for  football.  Our  present  indebtedness 
amounts  to  less  than  $500,  which  we  hope  to  pay  this 
year.  In  the  spring  we  hope  to  build  a  running  track, 
lay  out  a  diamond,  and  finish  the  tennis  courts  The 
tennis  courts  are  the  gift  of  Mr.  George  Goodspeed,  who 
has  taken  great  interest  in  completing  the  field. 

Our  school  building  is  too  small  for  our  needs.  Were 
it  not  for  the  fine  spirit  which  the  pupils  display,  it 
would  be  impossible  to  do  satisfactory  work  under  such 
conditions.  Classes  are  crowded  into  small  recitation 
rooms  so  compactly  that  all  must  move  if  one  is  to  find 
standing  room.  The  corridors  have  to  be  used  for  school 
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work  to  the  great  confusion  of  neighboring  classes.  Re- 
citations have  to  be  conducted  every  period  in  the  study 
hall — to  the  detriment  of  those  trying  to  study  there  as 
well  as  those  trying  to  teach.  The  school  is  growing  each 
year  and  the  time  is  coming — if  it  has  not  already  come 
when  we  must  build  on  a  four  room  addition. 

A  dormitory  would  nearly  double  our  enrollment  in 
two  or  three  years.    We  must  have  one. 

The  question  was  recently  asked — In  what  way  does 
the  Academy  differ  from  a  Town  High  School?  The 
answer  is  found  in  the  source  of  financial  support  of  the 
school.  The  building  and  its  equipment  represent  the 
devoted  interest  of  graduates  and  friends  of  the  school 
who  have  given  thousands  of  dollars  to  the  school.  We 
have  also  received  from  the  state  some  $15,000for  build- 
ing and  equipment,  which  no  public  school  could  re- 
ceive. Each  year  the  state  gives  us  an  appropriation 
for  our  work.  We  have  over  $8,000  in  invested  funds  and 
several  times  that  amount  in  entailed  estates  and  be- 
quests. All  of  this  is  for  the  service  of  Wilton  boys  and 
girls  as  well  as  for  children  of  other  towns.  The  school 
is  private  in  financing  itself  but  public  in  the  spirit  of 
its  service. 

ATTENDANCE 

This  school  year  we  have  enrolled  148  pupils  of  whom 
142  were  in  attendance  this  winter  term.  Our  loss  has 
been  happily  small  this  year.  In  fact  we  have  a  very 
enviable  record  in  the  holding  power  of  our  school. 
Very  few  pupils  drop  out  for  lack  of  interest.  In  fact 
we  challenge  any  school  in  the  state  to  show  a  better 
record  in  this  respect.  In  short  our  right  to  consider  our 
sohool  a  successful  institution  is  based  upon 

(a)  The  small  number  of  pupils  who  drop  out  for  any 
cause. 

(b)  The  large  number  of  our  graduates  who  go  on  to 
higher  schools. 

(c)  The  fine  record  which  our  graduates  are  making  in 
higher  schools. 

(d)  The  positions  which  our  graduates  are  holding  in 
the  various  walks  of  life.
